(Herbert Quick, the noted author 
and economist, has just been ap- 
pointed by the president as a mem- 
ber of the Farm Loan Board under 
the Rural Credit Law.) 


Congressman Randall of California 
is a Prohibitionist, I learn from the 
newspaper reports which tell of a 
certain resolution he has introduced. 
If Prohibitionist congressmen think 
as he thinks, I wish we had 300 or 
400 of them. 

His resolution calls for an appro- 
priation of $2,000,000 by our govern- 
ment for the relief of destitution in | 
Mexico. I am for that resolution. 
That there are many destitute in | 
Mexico is undoubted. A twentieth or | 
more of the nation has been rav- 
aged by the armies of the revolu- | 
tionary movement. The aristocrats 
have been driven from the country 
and the classes that make their liv-! 
ing from the leisure classes are now 
suffering. Transportation facilities 
have been impaired so that ship- 
ments are interrupted; and in any 
country, if transportation is stopped, 
people will suffer. I suppose there 
it much hunger, much nakedness | 
and some actual starvation in Mex- 
ico—and the pestilence that walketh 
in darkness accompanies the destruc: 
tion that wasteth by noonday. 

Since the time of the Psaimist, 
pestilence has followed destruction. 
And Mexico has suffered and is suf- 
fering destruction. 

We have sent soldiers into Mex- 
ico. I think that was unavoidable. 
But a Hoover would do far more | 
good than a Funston can do. 

Herbert Hoover has headed 
wonderful relief work which has fed | 
Belgium, bound up Belgium’s wounds 
and stanched her tears. Do you sup- 
pose that Belgium could be roused 
to hatred of Americans by a Villa? 
Impossible! The very children of 
Belgium salute the American flag. | 
We have served Belgium—not as} 
much as we might—but something | 
we have done. I do not mention it to 
boast; for it is nothing to boast of. 

I use the love of the Belgians as a 
foil for the hate of the Mexicans. 

Now there are people who say that 
the Belgians are a sullen and treach- 
eraus people. The Germans say so. 
Every army which has ever invaded 
Belgium has said so. We say—some 
of us, that the Mexicans are a sullen 
and treacherous people.

New Line Pomonlogical Investigation 

Probably the most important single 
investigation to affect the future oi 
the industry¢is the one undertaken 
by the federal department in charge 
of A. D. Shamel. It has been demon- 
strated that from 10 to 40 per cent 
of trees in our bearing orchards pro- 
duce fruit eiher inferior in quality or 
unprofitable in quantity per 
This heretofore has been considered 


unavoidable. Mr. Shamel has been at 
work along an entirely new line of 
pomological investigation and now 


after six years of much careful and 


intelligent effort, is prepared to dem- 
onstrate that the causes of these 
great losses to growers are avoid- 


able. Instead of seeking for new or 
improved varieties, the object has 
been to find some means of preserv- 
ing the varieties that have proven to 
be satisfactory and adapted to our 
conditions. It was found that the 
practice of propagating from bud 
sports caused such desirable varie- 
ties as the Washington navel, Lisbon 
lemon and others to rapidly deterior- 
ate, and to produce inferior types. 
It is now demonstrated that by 
proper budding the true, normal type 
ot these varieties may be preserved, 
and the product kept to the standard, 
both as to character of fruit and 
quantity per tree. Granting this, it 
is difficult to fully comprehend how 
vastly the possibility of our orch- 
ards have been increased. Of course, 
the possibility of improving the orch- 
ards now bearing is the immediate, 
important result of the investiga- 
tion, but the possibility of building 
new orchards with the assurance 
that they will not have to be rebuilt, 
is an even greater acquisition from 
the investigation. 

I cannot think that the best man- 
ner of applying water has yet been 
devised. You are familiar with the 
results of the federal department’s 
exhaustive tests, showing that but 
about 25 per cent of the water pro- 
vided for irrigation actually serves 
purpose. Of course but part of 
75 per cent loss occurs in the 
but the furrow system, we 
exceedingly wasteful.

Whether we are to learn a practical 
lesson from the natural mulching in 
forests, where there is such tremen- 
dous growth indefinitely sustained, is 
yet to be shown. The Chases of the 
National Orange Company of River- 
side are now experimenting on sev- 
eral hundred acres’ with artificial 
mulching, and Dr. Webber is experi- 
menting on small plots. If practical 
mulching found successful, the 
jsaving in water and labor in cultiva- 
tion will go a long way toward less- 
jening cost of production. 

I believe the time is near when the 
leading orchard expense—the  trac- 
tion power required in manipulating 
the soil and moving material and 
product—is to be largely reduced by 
the of the modern motor, which 
has already revolutionized traction 
service on the roads by replacing 
lanimal power. The motor is now be- 
ing used successfully in orchards of 
large areas. Mr. Ford’s proposition 
to produce a power at the cost of a 
good horse, making it economical for 
smal growers, merits attention, be- 
cause of his wonderfully successful 
practical achievements in other di- 
jrections. 

I offer only these few considera- 
tions among the many that bear 
directly on the subject, but as I see 
it, these alone are quite sufficient to 
promise a prosperous future for the 
great orange industry.
